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for which we are very sorry ; however, it ia only 
» fulfilment of the Holy Scriptures, and what can 
we do ? We went with our friend Benchley to 
the meeting of the Progressives, as we wished to 
spend the evening with uur sinter. J. U. Woiat 
wm the preacher, and be delivered a well-Btudied 
speech. The divine serviee, except the sermon 
itseM, did not appear to us like a Brethren's meet- 
ing, and I will remark here for the best of all 
good men and women, and to express my kindest 
•entiment to them, that if I bad thought to meet 
with the true Brethren's church, which the Pro- 

fresaivee proclaim to be (literal, lor which the 
'regressive* give themselves out,) I was very 
tiiucii mistaken and groped in the dark." 

Then he proceeds* to tell what excellent sermons 
he heard James Quinter preach, at the German 
Baptist meetings. That's all right. We do not 
think the BruederboU can do much harm, to broth- 
er Bnechly or anybody else. 

"These meetings, when properly held, may be 
productive ot much good, hut like all other priv- 
ileges tbey must be carefully guarded. Ad over 
haste in gatheriug the wheat, may bring in the 
ehaC"— Gospel Messenger. 

What is meant by the "chaff"? We hardly 
know to what class they can refer, unless it be 
the lost portion of humanity — the very class tor 
whom Jesus died. Bat oar very conservative 
contemporary entirely disregards the scriptures : 
"For the Sou of man is umu' to seek and to save 
that which was lost." "I came not to judge the 
world." "The blood of Jesus Christ bis Hon 
«leanseth us iront ALL sin." The Ucrrnun Bap- 
tist organ advises their ministers to watch K;ki 
"the chaff' of society be saved, and ask admit- 
Unco into their church— tor sorely it can not be 
the church ol Christ with such a proscription. 
To whom then are they to preach and offer salva- 
tion T The gospel invitation is to ALL — none are 
excluded. "The Spirit and the bride say, come. 
And Let him that hearelu say, come. And let 
htm that is. athirst come. And whosoever, will. 
let him take the water of life freely ." But the 
Gospel Messenger says : Be careful lest you admit 
-"the chaff." Remember, "there is one lawgiver, 
who is able to destroy: Who art though that 
judgeat another?" 

The fact is, the minutes, order, customs, and 
usages ot the German Baptist's church never were 
At greater discount than to-day, and are doomed 
to utter distinction, and ought to be. When that 
ia accomplished the whole fraternity will unite 
twith the Brethren.

The above term is applied, I believe, to the 
the church at Philadelphia. Coyen try, Green 
Tree, and perhaps a tew others in Peiiu'a., and 
the church in the State of. New Jersey. Hav- 
ing lately visited the above named churches, 
it may not be uninterc ting to the readers of 
thejEvANUELi?T to hear a report of my visit. 
The first church visited was the City Church. 
This church numbers about one hundred and 
twenty. five members. I was with the breth- 
ren at two regular appointments on Sunday, 
at their Wednesday evening prayer meeting, 
and at prayer meetings held at the private res- 
idences of two of their members. I was also 
present at their Sunday School in their Church 
building on Marshall Street, and at two of 
their Mission Sunday Schools, one of which is 
for the colored folks. I wm also present at 
so entertainment given by a third mission I 


school for the purpose of raising funds tor the 
benefit of the mission. , 

These minions are conducted in hulls hired 
for the purpose, in different part- of the City, 
and are superintended and sustained by the 
Brethren. 

I loni hi I an acquaintance with quite a large 
number of the member* of the church, and was 
impressed with their zeal and piety. I sup- 
pose the readers of the Bkktiihi \'s Evan- 
gelist would Hke to hear something about 
the Philadelphia church, in regard to its rela- 
tion to the division that ha* been forced in 
I he church by the Annual Meeting ai.d the 
expelling committees. 
Church does not respect 
Annual Meeting any more than the Meyers- 
dale, Fairhaven, or Ashland City chinches. 
Tbe Philadelphia church ha* 9 pool, and lists 
it when any baptizing is to be done, she has 
an organ and uses it, and recognizes as hret h- 
reii those who have been expelled by the An- 
nual Meeting inquisition without Gospel au- 
thority. 

1 was somewhat amused after what I had 
read in the German Baptist Messenger, with 
reftVrenee to the "loyalty ' of the Philadelphia 
church, that brother Kiner, their only minis- 
ter, did not so much as possess a copy ot the 
Minutes. In fact, I found among all those 
eastern Goiuterative (?) churches, while travel- 
ing among them, that when I wished to refer 
to anything contained in the Minutes 1 had to 
resort to the copy 1 carried with me in my 
satchel. I can easily perceive how any one 
thoroughly acquainted with the book ol Min- 
utes, as J am, should be infidel to ft; but how 
any one can be loyal to the minutes without 
knowing what they teach, is more than I can 
conjecture. Another thing that puzzles inc.isto 
know how the editors of the Jilesmnfer can 
claim those eastern ehu relies as being "Loyal 
to Annual Meeting" without blushing. 

In the Coventry church, I had my headquar- 
ters with hi other John Harley, of Pott stow 11, 
to whom I am under obligations for hi robbing 
me with a spry horse and a safe driver with 
which to make my calls. This congregation 
numbers a hunt three hundred members and 
lias three church buildings. Elder J. P. Met- 
ric, the delegate from the eastern Churches to 
the Ashland Convention lives lure and preaeh- 
ob the Gospel pure and unadulterated. Broth- 
er lletric also acts as presiding Rider over the 
church at Philadelphia, which he served in the 
capacity of pastor, for five year*. 1 was very 
favorably impressed with the Brethren of the 
Coventry church, and enjoyed my intercourse 
with them greatly. 1 preached tor them 
twice, and was present at their Sunday School 
exercises.. 

At Green Ti-ee I visited our oged brother, 
Isaac Price. Elder Priee, notwithstanding 
his advanced age, still retains the Ireshnera 
and vigor of youth in his mental and physical 
organization, and is prepared to give interest- 
ing details of the history of the Brethren 
Church. I was not present at any ol the pub- 
lie assemblages of this church, though 1 had 
a pressing invitation to remain over Sunday. 
Besides Elder Price I visited at the homes of 
brethren Jos, Fitzwater and J. T. Meyers, with 
whom I had a former acquaint unci;. Brother 
Meyen* has been the pastor of this church tin- 
some time. The church numb is about t no 
hundred members and is in a prosperous con 
dition. From here 1 went to Now Jersey, 
where I preached a few times in what is known 
as the Am well church. The Elder of this 
church is John Hopjioek. of whom the breth- 
ren all bore favorable testimony, but who for 
some unexplained reason failed to put in an 
appearance when I preached. In the absence 
of the Elder a deacon took the council ol the 
church whether there should be other appoint- 
ments announced for me, which was respond- 
ed to affirmatively. 

The New Jersey church is not in a pros- 
perous condition at present. There ia divis 
ion among ils members, not as to whether the 
Gospel is the power ol God unto salvation, or 
Annual Meeting, but in regard to Mother 
matter of a local and complicated character, 
the solution of which is extremely difficult ; 
though I hope not impossible. It there is no 
other way to do, the whole matter might be 
covered with the mantle of charity. The 
Lord will not hold us accountable for what we 
cannot prevent, and it in better to suffer for 
the cause of Christ than to have the cause 
ot Christ suffer on our account. From New 
Jersey I went home, to spend the first day of 
the New Year with my family. I found all 
well for which I feel thankful to a kind and 
merciful God, who has preserved me and them 
in oar separation of over five weeks. 

I 'omitted to mention that brother John 
Harley, of Pottstown is our authorized agent 
for Ashland College, in whose hands I left all 
papers pertaining to College matters, and to 
whom payment should be made, when due.
